‘Shortly after the election these eighteen 
Republican Senators met in Chicago and 
agreed to stand together upon all questions 
of organization. From that day to this every 
effort has been made to disintegrate their 
forces. Governor-elect Yates ‘felt that the 
fourteen Republican Senators in the minority 
might be deprived of their rights in the prem- 
ises. He did the best he could to bring about 
a compromise between the factions. His 
efforts were unevailing. The eighteen men 
said they had agreed to stand together, and 
a. Mg nothing in the way of compromise 
o offer. 

Within the last forty-eight hours Mr. Yates 
sent for numerous members of the majority, 
telling them it was his wish that they make 
conciliatory terms with the minority, Some 
of Yates’ followers even went to a greater 
length. Not a man in the eighteen would 
budge an inch. As they expressed it, in some 
cases: My obligation is out and I expect to 
keep my word.“ 


All Stand by Their Pledges. 

Gardner was the last one of the eighteen to 
reach the capital, arriving in Springfield this 
morning. He went direct from the station to 
the rooms where the seventeen were meeting, 
and he told them he was with them to the 
finish. Then he took his way over to the 
government building to respond toa telegram 
he had received from Governor-elect Yates 
to the effect that he wanted to see Mr. Gard- 
ner as soon as he came to Springfield. When 
he got into Mr. Yates’ room he exchanged 
the salutations of the morning with the 
Judge, and Yates said: ‘‘ Senator, I wanted 
to see you yesterday, but it is too late now,” 

Last night there was considerable bad 
blood and ill-feeling over the contest between 
the rival factions.

TANNER TALES OF CATTLE 


Message to Be Presented to Legislature 
Goes into Detailed Discussion of 
Rights of Cattlemen—Issue Is Raised 
by Extensive Killing of Animals for 
Checking Spread of Tuberculosis— 
Believes Fair Compensation Should 

ne Made. 10 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Jan. 8.—[Special. 
nor Tanner’s retiring message will be given 
up largely to a discussion of the vexed ques- 
tion of the proper amount of compensation 
to be paid by the State to the owners of cattle 
slaughtered under the law which seeks to 
stamp out tuberculosis from among the herds 
of the State. 

It has been the custom for the Live Stock 
board to pay only a part of the value of an 
animal killed because it was afflicted with 
this disease, on the ground it was not worth 
as much as had it been healthy. This posi- 
tion has been combated hotly by the farmers 
of the State, who have claimed they ought to 
receive the full value of their animals killed, 
whether they were cted with tuberculosis 
or not. This discussidn has grown so earnest 
as seriously to interfere with the operation 
of the law. 

Governor Tanner in his message takes the 
side of the stock raisers in the matter, and on 
this topic the message says: 

“I desire to call your special attention to 
what I consider an injustice, visited upon the 
Illinois owners of dairy and breeding cattle 
through the operation of the law in relation 
to diseases among domestic animals. 


Cattle Killed Number 522. 

During the period between July 1, 1899, 
and Nov. 1, 1900, 522 dairy animals, property 
of individuals; were slaughtered by order 
of the Board of Live Stock Commissioners. 
These animals were adjudged diseased with 
tuberculosis, or consumption, and their de- 
struction was @ vital necessity far human 
life. In acco with law the value of 
the animals so destroyed was appraised at 
$21,262, or an average of $40 head, 
but under the rules for compensation adopted 
by the Live Stock board the owners of the 
animals were paid $9,180, or an average of 
$17 per head. I consider the State indebted 
to the owners of this property practically 
the difference between its appraised value 
and what was received for it, and I recom- 
mend an appropriation by the General As- 
sembly for the purpose of paying this in- 
debtedness. 


Deadly Work of Tuberculosis. 
“There is no necessity for the assertion 
that the stamping out of tuberculosis is a 


matter of the utmost importance to human 


ity. The vital statistics of the civilized na- 
tions show that tuberculosis destroys four 
and one-half times as many human lives as 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever, diphtheria, and 
smallpox combined, and more than these 
diseases combined with war and plague. 
The last General Assembly made an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 per year to pay damages 
for cattle that are diseased with tuberculosis. 
On June 13, 1899, on the representations of 
the Board of Live Stock Commissioners, I 
issued a proclamation scheduling territ 
en account of tuberculosis among . 


The slaughter of cattle resulting under the 


operation of this proclamation aroused pub- 
lic attention to the question involved; and on 
Aug. 7, 1900, I temporarily suspended the 
operation of -the proclamation until this 
General Assembly could take action. 

Class Animals in Six Grades. 

In interpreting the law for the purpose 
of paying damages, the Live Stock board 
classified suspected animals into six grades. 
The animal to be slaughtered was appraised 
at its fair cash value. If the post-mortem 
examination developed that no tuberculosis 
was present, the owner was paid by the 
State the amount of the appraisement. If 
the animal appeared to be in the incipient 
stages of the disease, 75 per cent of the 
fixed value was paid; if apparently affected 
for a year, 50 per cent was paid; if for two 
years, 35 per cent was paid; if for three 
years, 2% per cent; and if for more than 
three years, 15 per cent. Damages were 
awarded on a species of life insurance class- 
ification on the well established theory that 
the life of a cow diseased with tuberculosis 
is four years. Thus the board considered 
the value of a cow whose milk had but re- 
cently begun te produce death five times 
greater than that of a cow whose milk had 
been planting the deadly germs for three 


years. 
“To my mind, the board’s theory in de- 
termining the value of the condemned cattle 
was wrong. Every animal destroyed by the 
State for the benefit of society should, in 
theory, have been replaced by an anima! of 
equal value as a breeder or milk producer. 
“Through the operation of the board's 
rules of compensation, a dairy herd, repre- 
senting the lifetime saving of the owner, and 
appraised at, say, $40 a head, would bring, 
after a post-mortem examination, $6 a head, 
nd practically ruin the owner financially. 
he State should say to the innocent owner 
of tubercular cattle: ‘ We will destroy yeur 
diseased animals, but we will replace them 
with healthy ones or their value in cash.’ 

“I believe that the owners of the animals 
killed by the State under the operation of 
the tuberculosis law should be paid the full 
cash value of their property. I recommend 
that a sum sufficient for that purpose be 
appropriated by this Assembly. I regard 
the righting of this wrong and the principle 
to be upheld thereby one of the most im- 
portant questions to come before this body. 
I recommend that the Live Stock board be 
given the fullest possible powers nec 
to stamp out tuberculosis from the dairy

NINETY LIVES BEYOND AID 


STEAMER RUSSIE IS POUNDING TO 
PIECES ON AN ISLAND. 7 


Caught in a Storm Off Farannan, the 
Vessel Has Been Helpless for Many 
Hours Crowds Line the 
Watching the Vain Attempts at Res- 
cue—Powerful Tug Has Been Sent 
For, but Probably Will Arrive Too 
Late. |

MARSEILLES, Jan. 8.—The mail steamer 
Russie, with ninety persons, sailors and pas- 
sengers, on board, which went aground on 
Sunday night on Farannan Island during a 
gale, is believed beyond hope, and it is feared 
all will perish. Repekted attempts by life- 
boats and steamers to reach the stranded 


and it lies so far off shore that rockets can- 
not reach it. 

The tempest continues. The steamer has 
backed to starboard and the waves are 
breaking over it. The caning keeper on 


| the island reported at midnight that the po- 


sition of the vessel was desperate. 

The Toulon tug Travailleur is going to make 
an attempt to reach the Russie, but it is 
feared that it will be hopeless. 


Scene of Many Disasters. 

The rocks on which the vessel is stranded 
are exceptionally dangerous and have been 
the scene of many wrecks. | 8 

The wind is still blowing a hurricane, with 
no signs of abatement. All day a great crowd 
assembled along the shores has excitedly 
watched the endeavors to communicate with 
those on board the ship, which is bumping 
heavily as the séas dash over it. Rockets 
have been fired,-but each time the line has 
fallen short. | 

Up to midnight no assistance had reached 
the steamer. Farannan being at a distance 
ef 100 kilometers, the tug and the other 
boat will be unable to reach the Russie before 
tomorrow morning. 

The vessel seems to Rave stranded amid 
shifting sands into which it gradually is 
sinking. Some years ago the Alix was lost 
with all hands near the same spot. 

The frequency of disasters near Farannan 
is due to a,confusion of lighthouses. The 
Planier and Farannan lights are in positions 
almost identical, and in foggy weather it is 
next to impossible to distinguish one from the 
other until the doomed vessel is aground. 

The Captain of the Russie is one of the 
oldest at the port of Marseilles, and has made 
the voyage to Oran for many years.

CAPE TOWN, Jan. 8.— The Central Police 
committee at Kroonstadt has issued a cir- 
cular, in the course of which it says: 

“The time has arrived for the inhabitants 
of Orange River Colony to make an effort 
to save the country from further destruc- 
tion. The country is literally a vast wilder- 
ness. The farmers, ruined and facing starva- 
tion, are obliged to go to the towns for pro- 
tection, and huge refugee camps have been 
formed by the British for them. ‘This is 
caused by an obstinate minority, who will 
not bow to the inevitable.” 

The circular points out that the British 
will never restore independence to the re- 
publics, and urges upon the burghers the 
duty ef surrendering and accepting the terms 
offered. The recent Afrikander congress at 
Worcester is criticised in the circular as 
* misleading the Boers and giving false im- 
pressions.” 


Two Men Block Peace. 

In conclusion the committee says: The 
British government is willing to settle mat- 
ters in a way not humiliating to us. We ap- 
peal to you to appoint another Congress, and 
to nominate men of influence out of your list 
to visit Mr. Steyn and General De Wet and to 
try to persuade them to accept the terms 
Great Britain offers.

CONSUL GENERAL GUDGER SAYS 
COLOMBIA REVOLT 18 SERIOUS. 


States May Interfere in Case City Is 
Threatened with Bombardz 
Warships There to Protect Rights— 
Perrasa’s Men Said to Be Suppressed 
in Venesuela. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8—The State de- 
partment received advices today from Con- 
sul General Gudger at Panama indicating 
that the Colombian revolution had again as- 
sumed a serious aspect. He states that the 
Colombian government announces that' the 
revolutionists are approaching Panama and 
are making preparations for a fight, which 
is likely to occur soon. | 

There is reason to believe that the United 
States government will adopt a vigorous line 
of action in case the City of Panama is at- 
tacked or there is any interruption of the 
transit facilities of the isthmus. 


United States May Interfere. 
According to a treaty arrangement with 
Colombia the United States has been given 
a certain measure of protection over the 
peaceful conduct of s traffic across the 
isthmus. 
When Consul General Gudger a few months 
ago reported that the revolutionists would 
bombard the City of Panama Acting Secre- 
tary of State Hill promptly sent a dispatch 
to Mr. Gudger announcing in unusually vig- 
orous terms that this government would not 
tolerate any action likely to prejudice Amer- 
ican interests or interfere with the rights 
-which this government had assumed. 

The dispatch became public in Panama, 
and had the effect of putting an end to the 
plans of bombardment. Mr. Gudger’s pres- 
ent dispatch does not indicate that the city 
itself is about to be attacked, but. g it de- 
velops by later information that there is any 
prospect of bombardment the vigorous pro- 
‘cedure of a few months ago will be repeated. 

At present the gunboat Ranger is at Pan- 
‘ama, and the Philadelphia and Iowa are on 
the way to that locality.

yesterday morning at the residence of his 
niece, Mrs. E. L., Burke, at Genoa, Neb. 


His death came unexpectedly both to his 
immediate family and to his friends. He was 


i years old and the brother of Sidney A. 


Kent. 

Mr. Kent was one of the most energetic 
as well as one of the most successful of the 
men who have built up Chicago’s packing 
industry. He was also active in banking cir- 
cles, being one of the founders and stock- 
holders of the old Third. National Bank. 
With B. P, Hutchinson he incorporated the 
Corn Exchange Bank. 


The Kent family is one of the oldest in 
America. His ancestors came over from 


ngland 200 years ago and settled in Suffield, 
Conn., where he was born on Sept. 1, 1830. 
He was educated. at Yale and graduated in

Court, ex-Senators Gibson of Louisana,

Starts in Packing Business. 

When Mr. Kent arrived in Chicago he en- 
tered a commission-house dealing with furs, 
but in 1859, with Colonel W. E. Richardson, 
he started the first large packing-house in 
the city. The businese grew rapidly, and in 
1861 his younger brother, Sidney A., entered 
the firm, which became A. E. Kent & Co. 
Ten years later B. P. Hutchinson was taken 
into the business, and it became the Chicago 
Packing and Provision company. 

In the meantime Mr. Kent had helped to or- 
ganize the Board of Trade and several banks. 
Before he invented the optional trading sys- 
tem the board promised to be merely an in- 
significant organization. During the war 
he was a member of the Sanitary commis- 
sion. Many large army contracts were 
awarded him. ‘

Jean Gerardy, the young Belgian ‘cellist, 
made his reappearance in Chicago last even- 
ing at University Hall after an absence of 


three years. The audience that greeted him’ 


was small—much smaller than his 2 
and abilities as an artist merited—but am 
audiences at recitals seem to be the rule this 
season, so the fact of his having few hearers 
can searcely be taken as a reflection so much 
on him as on Chicago music patrons who, by 
remaining away, missed an evening of ex- 
ceptionally high-grade cello playing.

BODY OF JAMES CROWLEY 
FOUND; MYSTERY CLEARED. 


It Is Taken from ‘Harbor at the Same 
Point Where Oscar Braun Drowned— 
Double Fatality Thought Accident. 


The mystery surrounding the death of 
Oscar J. Braun, whose body was found float- 
ing in the slip at the foot of South Water 
street on Christmas morning, was cleared 
up yesterday afternoon, when the body of 
James Crowley was taken from the river al- 
most atthe same spot. Crowley was 30 years 
old and lived at 1150 North Lincoin street. 
The two men left Braun's house on Christmas 
eve shortly after 7 o’clock. After visiting 
several down-town resorts they started for 
home at 3 in the morning and that was the 
last of them. 

A few hours later Braun's body was found 
floating in the slip. By the side of the body 
two hats were floating, one of them being 
3 as belonging to Braun. Crowley 

so had disappeared, and despite the fact 
that several days were spent in grappling 
and diving for his body no trace of it could 
be found. 

At the inquest on Braun testimony was 
introduced to show that the men had 
quarreled on Christmas morning, and 
the fact that Crowley had disappeared 
threw a suspicious air about the case 
The discovery of the body, however, leads 
the police to believe that both men acci- 
dentally fell into the water and were 
drowned.

Some Bitterness Shown. 

The report embodying the recommendation 
for a commission of five experts was — ee 
by the general committee after 4 debate 
which at times was somewhat bitter. John 
Barton Payne was one of several who ques- 
tioned the utility of a commission made up of 
engineers and lawyers. He declared that the 
plans of the Sanitary for widening 
and deepening the river needed no criticism 
from a,commission, the principal object of 
which, he said, would be to draw salaries 
from the Sanitary District. 

While there was a pronounced division of 
opinion on the two reports presented by the 
committee there was practical unanimity on 
the advisability of removing the Washington 
street bridge as the most serious obstruction 
to the na ng 3 the river. 

@ committee devoted nearly four hours 
to the discussion of a report rr by four- 
téen members, which was termed the minor- 
ity report, and a report from a subcommittee 
representing the general committee, and 
known as the majority report. The latter re- 
port presented a financial statement show- 
ing that the Sanitary District will have, dur- 
ing the coming two years, a sum of money 
at its disposal much greater than is estimated 
by the trustees themselves. The report in- 
cluded among the resources of the board the 
full amount of the taxes of 1902, while the 
board will be able to command only 78 per 
cent of this amount by the warrant plan. 

Preceding the discussion of the reports 
Trustee Carter made a statement of the 
financial resources of the Sanitary District, 
in which he declared that the greatest 
amount of money available for two years 
under the present assessed values would be 
$1,137,926. The dispute con finances 
was dropped, however, with the adoption of 
the minority report. This came about 
through the motion of Judge O. N. Carter to 
substitute the minority report, which pre- 
valled by a vote of 35 to 26. The organiza- 
tions which formed the losing side were the 
Citizens’ association, the Union league, the 
River Improvement tion, and the 
Civic federation. 


Trustees Do Not Object. 


George E..Adams then offered an amend- 
ment which eliminated from the minority 
report all reference to an expert commission, 
and in the discussion George Birkhoff Jr. in- 
+ quired of. President Jones of the Drainage 
board whether the Sanitary District desired 
the assistance of a commission. President 
Jones and Trustees Carter, Wenter, Smith, 
and Cloidt said they had no objection to re- 
ceiving assistance of an expert commissio 
Trustee Braden demurred. ~ 

Should the sanitary trustees adopt the reo- 
ommendation for an expert commission it 
will do so with the chief object in view of 
harmonizing the interests represented by the 
Sanitary District, the City of Chicago, the 
State of Illinois, and the United States gov- 
ernment. The recommendation provides 
that the experts shall not be connected with 
either of the foregoing bodies in an official ca- 
pacity, and that as consulting associates 
there should be appointed one person by the 
Secretary of War, who will be the officer in 
charge of the river and harbor district, the 
Superintendent of Public Works, and Cor- 
poration Counsel of the City of Chicago, and 
representatives from the State Board of 
Health and the City Health department, the 
Banitary District, the Board of Trade, Chi- 
cago Real Estate board, and the River Im- 
provement association.

Will Build $12,000,000 Plant at Con- 
neaut Harbor, on Lake 
Erie. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 8.—[{Special.)]—The re- 
port that the Carnegie company is to oppose 
the National Tube company, the $80,000,000 
combine, was confirmed today. 

President C. M. Schwab said: “ For over 
a year the Carnegie company has contem- 
plated entering into lines of manufacture 
other than those in which it has been en- 
gaged hitherto, and the first step in carry- 
ing out this purpose is to be taken at once 
by the establishment of the largest pipe 
and tube manufacturing plant in the world 
at Conneaut harbor, which is the Lake Erie 
terminal of the Carnegie Pittsburg, Bes- 
semer and Lake Erie railroad, 153 miles 
from Pittsburg. 

“The company has purchased 6,000 acres 
of land immediately east of the Conneaut 
harbor docks and a large part of this tract 
will be utilized as a site for the tube works. 
It is the expectation to rush shipments dur- 
ing the lake navigable months, April to 
December, and thus reduce transportation 
charges to not over one-third or even one- 
fourth of the rates now charged for rail 
shipments.”

GOOLEY SPANDS BY RULES 


SAYS SCHOOL FOOTBALL WILL BE: 
ROUGH IN 2001. 


Thinks It a Joke to Expect Him to Be 
an Expert and Draw Up New Regu- 
lations, but Will Favor a Law Re- 
quiring Parental Consent and a 

Medical Examination Before Boys 
Are Allowed to Play—University 
Players Smile at Board’s Idea. 


Superintendent Cooley, to whom the Board 
of Education lightly assigned the task ot 
revising the rules of football, has spoken. 

“If the game of football waits for my re- 
vision of rules,“ he said, 1 fear it will be 
the same rough game in the twenty-first 
century.“ 

The superintendent has ideas of how the 
game should be regulated and will present 
them tonight. These suggestions, however, 
stop at the side lines; once the players are 


on the field they will fight it out as of yore. 


The superintendent takes it as a joke of 
the School Management committee or some- 
one else that he should have been selected 
as an expert to revise rules which it has 
puzzled Stagg and other coaches ta im- 
prove on. 

“So far as I have any suggestions,“ said 
Mr. Cooley, they concern the regulation of 
‘the game by the board. I want rules that 
will place the league games under the direc- 
tion of competent officials. I hope to have it 
made a rule that boys may not enter the 
game until they have passed a physical ex- 
amination and secured their parents’ con- 


sent. 

As for the danger in the game itself, such 
as there is, I do not know how to eliminate it. 
I am not sure I should recognize the flying 
wedge if I saw one.“ 

The desire of the board to eliminate the 
elements of danger in the game has aroused 
widespread interest, and Superintendent 
Cooley has received both encouragement and 
protest. Old football players doubt if further 
revision of the rules be possible unless the 
game is materially changed. 

Football men at the University of Chicago 
were inclined to make light of the idea to 
change the rules of the game. Coach Stagg 
declined to discuss the matter. ‘I'll wait 
till I.see them,“ he said. 

James Sheldon, quarter back of the maroon 
team, did not believe that any change was 
practicable which would remove the rough- 
ness from the game. ; | 

“When you get twenty-two fellows in 
roughhouse suits together,“ he said, you 
can’t expect them to be gentle with one an- 
other. Football is essentially a rough game, 
and the only way for high school boys to 
escape the danger is to keep out.“ 3 

E. C. Ervin favored some changes which 
would lessen the number of hard knocks to 
be received. ‘‘ High school boys are more 
likely to get hurt than older men,“ he said. 
„Rules to eliminate mass plays and promote 
an open, kicking game, would be a good 
thing for their teams.“ 

Ex-Captain Walter S. Kennedy approved of 
Mr. Cooley’s plan of insisting on a medical 
examination for the high school boys. It 
the boys were compelled to get a certificate 
trom the doctor before being allowed to play 
I think there would be fewer accidents,” he 
said, because then players would have to be 
almost physically perfect. The rigid medical 
examination.in vogue in most of the big col- 
leges is usually sufficient to- prevent serious 
accidents.” “ 


IS CAPTURED HERE FOR 
- SHOOTING AMAN AT OMAHA. 


Fred Stegeman Hides for Two Days, 
Then Ventures Out, and Is Arrested 
After Exciting Chase on South Side. 


Fred Stegeman, 23 years old, was arrested 
last night by Sergeant Miller and Detectives 
Sheehan and Reidy of the Stock-Yards Sta- 
tion on the charge of shooting Joseph Maly 
a few days ago in South Omaha. Maly, it is 
charged, was shot by Stegeman during a 
saloon brawl. The latter fled before he could 
be arrested. 

On Sunday night he reached Chicago and 
gained his parents’ home without detection.

He 
saw them coming and ran, but they drew. 
their revolvers and opened fire. All the shots 
went wild but Stegeman stopped and gave 
himself up. He was taken to the station and 
the authorities at South Omaha notified. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—Stegeman 
is wanted at South Omaha for shooting 
Joseph Maly in Fred Dolzell's saloon a week 
ago Saturday night. He fired several shots, 
two of which took effect, one in Maly's back 
and another in his heel. Maly is recovering.

TELLS OF CHASING A ROBBER. 


Mrs. Anna Steffens of Wilmette Re- 
counts Running Down Man Who 
Stole Her Purse. 


Mrs. Anna Steffens yesterday told how 
she had been attacked and robbed of her 
purse in Wilmette and had followed her 
assailant until he entered a saloon at Gross 
Point where he was arrested after receiving 
harsh treatment at the hands of several men. 

From a grocery in Gross Point I was 
returning to my home with my little boy and 
girl,“ said Mrs. Steffens. 
Hill street, near Fifteenth, I noticed a man 


he reached my side and grasped my arm. 
I struck him with a package which I was 
carrying and drove him back. I started 


he followed and again seized me. In the 
struggle he grabbed my purse, and then 
pushed me into a ditch.

It was voted to send a strong delegation of 
business-men to the international conven- 
tion, to be held in Boston from June 9 to 14 
on the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the association in this country. 

The report of the General Secretary in- 
dicated a steady growth in all departments. 
The total paid membership on Jan. 1 was 
7,422, a gain of 306 over last year. Of this 
number 704 are in the student department, 
776 in railroad departments, and the re- 
mainder in the city departments, the Central 
leading the paid membership with 4,005. 
During the year 1,513 religious meetings 
have been held, with an attendance of 70,608, 
and 1,064 Bible class sessions with an at- 
tendance of 14,280. The average daily at- 
tendance at the rooms of the departments 
hag been 8,133. 

The total réceipts from all sources on cur- 
rent work for 1900 were $143,920, a gain of 
$9,893 over 1899.. The property of the asso- 
ciation is valued at $2,029,000, with indebted- 
ness amounting to $703,000, leaving a net 
equity of $1,325,000. Two bequests were re- 
ceived by the association during the year, 
one for $5,000 and one for $10,000.

SAY MAN STARVED BABIES. 


Lincoln, III., Citizens Secure Guardian 
for Children Whose Father Is Ac- 
cused of III-Treating Them. 


Charleston, III., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—On com- 
plaint of several residents of Lincoln, III., 
that M. A. Sizemore of that city has been 
attempting to starve his three children, the 
eldest of whom is 7, with the intention of 
securing an estate of $60,000 left them by 
their mother, Probate Judge J. P. Harrah 
in this city today confirmed the appointment 
of John M. Glassco of Charleston as their 
guardian and placed the children in Mr. 
Glassco’s custody. 

Judge Harrah’s decision was made at the 
conclusion of a sensational trial. The chil- 
dren's mother died two years ago, and three 
months after her death Sizemore married 
the woman who had nursed his wife during 
her illness. 

Witnesses testified today that the step- 
mother dragged the eldest girl about the 
yard by the hair and frequently beat and 
abused all three children. f 

The 5-year-old boy’s school teacher, Miss 
Randolph, first observed his half-starved 
condition and prolonged his life by feeding 
him daily at school until the authorities 
could take action. 

Four physicians who examined the chil- 
dren testified today that, in their judgment, 
they were being starved to death.

DIES APTER PRIZR FIGHT 


PUGILIST FRANK WELCH VICTIM 
OF NEW YEAR’S BOUT. 


Goes Into Stuper After His Encounter 
with “ Paddy Donovan in New Jer- 
sey Town and Never Rallies—Some 
Participants in Affair Under Arrest 
bat Others Are Evading the Police— 
Dead Fighter’s Right Name Was 
Frank Grabfelder. 


Phillipsburg, N. J., Jan. 8.—I Special. 
Frank Welch, as he was known in the pugil- 
istic world and at his home in Philadelphia, 
is dead. The end came at the Cedar Park 
Hotel at 4:50 o’clock this morning, with his 
sister, Miss Catherine Grabfelder; his sweet- 
heart, Miss Mamie Fisher; and Timekeeper 
Edward Madden of Philadelphia, at his bed- 
side. Welch, whose right name was Frank 
Grabfelder, was 22 years of age. He never 
recovered his power of specch after he 
walked to his chair at the end of his boxing 
bout with Paddy Donovan of Kensing- 
ton before the Cedar Park Athletic club on 
New Year's eve. He went into a deep stupor 
the same night, and was practically uncon- 
scious all the while after the fight. 


Given Up by Doctors. 


On Wednesday and Thursday and until 
Sunday his fever was extremely high and 
the respiration rapid. On Saturday his fever 
began to grow less and the respiration slow- 
er. Finally his physicians gave him up and 
Father McCloskey was summoned and ad- 
ministered the last rites of the church. On 
Sunday night both physicians said he could 
not live through the night, but he rallied 
again. On Monday he began to grow weak- 
er rapidly until 4:50 o’clock this morning 
when he died. 

Death was probably due to paralysis of the 
brain. Prosecuting Attorney Angle and 
‘Coroner Hagerty are both out of town and 
the authorities are unable to tell what course 
will be pursued. The grand jury will recon- 
vene at Belvidere tomorrow when the case 
will be presented.

Henry Langdon Butler, Recently in 
Fight with Another Cadet, 
Resigns. 


West Point, Md., Jan. 8.—[Special. Cadet 
Henry L. Butler, who entered the Military 
Academy from New York City in June last, 
was 83 today at his own request. 
He gave weak eyes as the cause for asking 
to be relieved. 

Soon after he was admitted to the academy 
— had a fight with Cadet Phipps of a higher 
class. 

Butler and Phipps fought twelve rounds. 
Butler’s eyes were blacked and half of one 
of his front teeth was gone. It is said that 
the other cadet fared worse.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
report of the Military board appointed by the 
Secretary of War to investigate the charges 
of hazing former Cadet Booz at the West 
Point Military Academy made its report to 
the War department today. 

Secretary Root refused this afternoon to 
make the report public, saying that he would 
do so as soon as he had read it over carefully. 
It is learned that there is no censure of 
Colonel Mills, superintendent of the academy, 
nor of any of the other officials. The cadets, 
however, are criticised for the extremity 
of their hazing, and hazing as practiced at 
West Point is strongly condemned. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 8.—The Congression- 
al committee investigating the hazing at 
West Point resumed the taking of testimony 
today. Harry Breth of Altoona, an older 
brother of John Breth, whose death'is un- 
der investigation, told of a visit he and his 
sister paid his brother at West Point in 
August, 1887, a few months after his ad- 
mission to the academy. John, said he, 
had been exercised until he was rendered 
unconscious and was revived with whisky. 
Harry said that hazing had become so se- 
vere that extra guards had been put on 
duty, and John said that such a proceed- 
ing was unusual. When the cadet returned 
home after having been found deficient in 
certain studies in 1898, he seemed in poor 
health and never was in good health after 
that. 

Harry Breth submitted three letters writ- 
tem by his brother when he was a cadet at 
West Point. In one letter John said one 
night some of the worst fellows in C com- 
pany” took John and three others to a 
tent and forced them to undergo excessive 
exercising. 

Mr. Breth, the father of John, said it was 
his firm conviction that the excessive has- 
ing his son underwent made him chronically 
nervous, broke his health, and reduced his 
vitality to such an extent that the young 
man was unable to fight the typhoid germs,

was an object of mingled contempt and jeal- 
ousy to the War department at home. His 
achievements were belittled, obstacles were 
offered to the ‘recognition of his services, 
while his suggestions, his requests, and his 
demands were either ignored or rejected. 
The condition of affairs was such that when 
he came to England on the completion of 
his Indian command, he confided to friends 
that in spite of all that he had been able to 
do or say the troops in India remained armed 
with ordnance that was for the greater part 
muzzile-loading and altogether obsolete, and 
that there was not a quick-firing gun or even 
a machine gun in the entire Indian army. 
This will give a fair idea of the contempt 
and neglect with which the Indian army and 
everybody connected therewith were treated 
by the War department and by the high” 
military authorities in Pall Mall. 

Even after his return to England he was 
persistently slighted, and it was only the per- 
sonal intervention of the Queen which forced 
the War department to confide to him the 
command of the troops in Ireland, which is 
the only home command that is considered 
appropriate to an officer of the rank of Field 
Marshal. In one word, the War department 
and the ring of military bereaucrats so long 
supreme there have been throughout his en- 
tire military career is most persistent enemies 
and the source of every annoyance, slight, 
and trouble of one kind and another which 
have marred his otherwise happy and brill- 
lant career. 

No qne knows better than Lord Roberts 
the need, indeed the caying need, for reform, 
root and branch, of that Augean stable, and 
those who imagine that Lord Roberts will 
allow himself to be swayed by social infiu- 
ences and that he will refrain from interfer- 
ing to any great extent with affairs at the 
War department, are manifestly ignorant of 
the extent to which he has suffered at its 
hands. Indeed, he may be relied upon to 
show a degree of vigor and energy in the 
matter which the public, at any rate, does not 
expect. 
he is not, one would be disposed to say that 
he has many old scores to settle. 


Of all the astonishing memoirs that have 
been published since those in which Prince 
Joinville held up his father, King Louis 
Philippe of France, to public obloquy as a 
monster of ingratitude, as a traitor to his 
benefactors, the Kings Louls XVIII. and 
Charles X., and as a humbug, nothing more 
extraordinary has ever appeared than the 
two volumes of letters between Abbé Liszt 
and Princess Sayn Wittgenstein, issued to 
the public by the Princess’ daughter—name- 
ly: the widowed Princess Constantine Hoh- 
enlohe. Liszt was a man of the most profii- 
gate character, the hero, not of one, but of 
several elopements. The woman who for 
the longest time retained his affections was 
Princess Caroline Sayn Wittgenstein, who 
left her husband in Russian Poland in order 
to follow Liszt to Weimar, where they re- 
mained together for years. That Princess 
Caroline’s own daughter should be the per- 
son of all others to recall this almost for- 
gotten scandal by the publication of her 
mother’s love letters to Liszt can only be 
described as unfllial in the extreme.

The Duke and Duchess of Tork are reported 
to be delighted with the action ot the Queen 
in giving them Clarence House, which was 
the Léndon residence of the late Duke of 
Edinburg and of Coburg. Not only is it a 
much larger and more stately abode than 
their present residence in St. James’ Palace, 
but it has likewise the advantage of a large 
and extensive garden, which will be an in- 
estimable boon to their childten. It had 
originally been arranged that the Duke of 
Connaught should have Clarence House. But 
it was ultimately decided that inasmuch as 
his children are all grown up Clarence House 
with its grounds would be of greater impor- 
tance to the Yorks, and more appropriate 
also, since the Duke of York, as future King 
of England, is called to take upon his shoul- 
ders a far larger share of the duties of royal 
representation than his uncle of Connaught. 

Official announcement has been made to 
several of the foreign courts of Europe to the 
effect that the young Queen of Italy expects 
to present the nation with an heir to the 
throne some time in April next, and in the 
capital of her father, the Prince of Montene- 
gro, public prayers are already being offered 
up in her behalf and for the realization of 
her expectations. 

The birth of a son to the young Queen, 
however, will prove a terrible disappoint- 
ment to Duchess Helene of Aosta, the ex- 
tremely ambitious sister of the Duke of Or- 
leans, who until now has looked upon her 
husband's succession to the throne as as- 
sured and her eldest boy as destined to be- 
come one day King of Italy. If the reports 
which reach me from Rome are correct she 
has experienced so much difficulty in con- 
cealing her chagrin at the prospect of being 
frustrated in her anticipations of becoming 
Queen of Italy as to have excited the anger 
of King Victor Emmanuel, in consequence, 
of which the relations between the Aosta 
couple and the young King and Queen of 
Italy are severely

sentence for theft. Auckland was not the 
only prison with the interior of which he was 
acquainted. For prior to his departure from 
England he had been repeatedly charged with 
drunk and disorderly conduct, with vagrancy, 
and begging in the streets, while in the an- 
tipodes he lived the life of a vagrant anda 
tramp, earning a precarious subsistence when 
out of jail by stripping bark from trees, cook- 
ing for bushmen, and doing odd jobs about 
squatters’ stations.

SIMULTANEOUS NEWS- 
Mr, Alfred Harmsworth, the enterpris- 
ing and suecessful young English journal - 


ist, has presented to the public in the col- 
umns of the January North American Re- 


belief, will become during the present cen- 
tury. After reading his article it is not 
dificult to understand his success as a 
newspaper proprietor and manager. He is 
abundant in suggestions and is a vigorous 
and original thinker. He exhibits vivacity 
as well as great earnestness in setting forth 
his views of twentieth century journalism. 

Nevertheless, Toe Trisvunez is of opinion 
that some of his conclusions are fallacious, 
Mr. Harmsworth foresees a paper of about 
the size of the North American Review, to 
be issued simultaneously by a syndicate of 
publishers, which will buy out strong com- 
petitors and crush out weak ones. If this 
means anything it means a newspaper 
trust, with the whole country for its terri- 
tory. Not only the scheme itself but the 
entire drift of the article shows that Mr. 
Harmsworth has a purely commercial idea 
of journalism. He makes no account of 
the influence of the pape? and but little of 
its value ag an educator. His test of its 
success is the number of dollars it will yield 
to the “syndicate” and he believes that 
such a newspaper can be adapted to all 
localities, Mr. Harmsworth has not re- 
membered that in this country there are 
“many men of many minds.” Here the 
newspapers are strongly individual, much 
more so than in England, and are carefully 
adapted to local surroundings. If Tue 
Trrsune is not mistaken, there would be a 
strong feeling of public resentment if an 
effort were made to corner the newspapers 
of the United States and color news, as he 
‘suggests, by imparting the editorial quali- 
ty to it. Still more eatnestly would peo- 
ple resent Mr. Harmgworth’s “tabloids.” 
They do not want their newspaper food to 
be administered in capsules to be taken 
once dax. 

The weakest and most repellent sugges- 
tion made by Mr. Harmsworth is that the 
new syndicate to furnish the American peo- 
ple with one brand of journalism should 
begin operations by “buying up the best 
brains in the country,” which involves the 
assumption that the best brains are for 
sale. This is where Mr. Harmsworth makes 
a graye mistake. Brains are not a purchas- 
able commodity, like pork, wheat, or flour, 
‘which can be purchased in bulk and stowed 
in warehouses, to be drawn upon at the op- 
tion of the buyer. The best brains can- 
not be bought nor is it certain that the 
best brains would: be willing to engage in 
journalism. ven if they were they would 
be harder to control than wild horses, The 
happy man, according to Mr. Harmsworth’s 
outlook, might think he had bought up the 
best brains, but he would soon discover 
his mistake, for some unknown genius would 
be sure to come to the front and upset all 
that he had accomplisheg, just as Mr. 
Harmsworth himself did in England. What 
would prevent it? It is too much to assume 
that such a paper would reach a degree of 
perfection that could not be improved upon. 
Why may not some at present “ mute, in- 
glorious” Harmsworth yet come into pub- 
lic notice and upset all the vocally sig- 
nificant Mr, Harmsworth’s views of jour- 
nalism and make them seem ancient and out

tor journalism than they can be for the 


law, medicine, education, or theology, nor 
can they be controlled by one employer or 
by a set of them. If they could be we 
should speedily sink to a common level 
of stagnation in which enterprise and in- 
ventive skill would be crushed out and 
every incentive towards advancement would 
be checked. | 

There are other objections to Mr. Harms- 
worth’s scheme of a “material kind which 
may bé considered on another occasion. 


SLAUGHTER* OF THE INNOCENTS. 

The death by fire of more than twenty 
little children in the burning of the Orphan 
Asylum at Rochester, N. Y., calls atten- 
tion anew to the criminal carelessness of 
people who attempt to conduct such in- 
stitutions in buildings which are not ab- 
solutely fireproof, without taking every 
possible precaution against fire, and to make 
easy the escape of inmates if a fire occurs. 
No one can read the story of the Rochester 
fire without indicting the managers of the 
asylum as morally responsible for the shock- 
ing loss of life. Many of the killed were 
mere babies of 2 and 3 years. Some of 
them were thrown out of windows by the 
crazed attendants. Others were overcome 
by the smoke as they slept and never recov- 
ered consciousness after they were carried 
‘out of the building. 

In all the asylum contained 180 inmates, 
of whom twenty-seven are already dead, 
with several others so badly injured that 
their recovery is doubtful. When the fire 
broke out they were scattered about a 
three-story building, which is described as 
“frail.” The fact that the fire spread with 
such rapidity and that so few of the sleep- 
ing inmates were roused before the flames 
reached them would appear to prove both 
that the building was not fit to be 


Jas an orphan asylum and that the force 


of attendants and nurses was not properly 
| organized. 

The Rochester horror should be sufficient 
to teach a lesson to the authorities of other 
cities. The greatest possible care should 
be taken to see that new buildings in which 
children are to be housed are properly pro- 
tected against fire, and buildings which are 
now so used should be given a rigid in 
spection. | 

A WEAK A BAD SYSTEM. 

Democratic Representatives from Cot- 
-ton States where the right of citizens to 
vote has been most extensively abridged 
are much wrought up over the proposition 
to enforce the fourteenth amendment and 
reduce the representation of such States. 
They have a lively personal interest in 
the matter, for a reduction would cost sev- 
eral of them their seats. : 

One Alabama Representative makes what 
used to be called an “impassioned plea ” 
for non-action concerning this subject. He 
says the people of the South are “ not seek- 
ing to put their foot on the neck of the 
negro race, but to give this inferior race 
a chance to grow up and acquire their 
civilization.” This is a problem which it 
is alleged Southern men alone can solve, 
“and we of the South are trying, as God 
is our judge, to solve it fairly to both races.” 
Therefore this Representative asks that the 
South be given time—five, six, or ten years 
and if at the expiration of that period 
it seems that the South is more 
representation than it is entitled to “ then 
repeal both the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments and substitute in their place 


* 


a constitutional amendment that will put 


view a forecast of what newspapers, in his 


representation on a basis that we can all 
agree is fair and equitable.” 7 
This answer is not to the point. It will 
be admitted that the presence in many 
of the Southern States of a large negro 
population creates vexatious questions, 
These questions, as a rule, can be settled 
better, if capable of settlement, by the peo- 
of the States within which they arise 
n by anybody else. But as these ques- 
tions are not to be settled at Washington 
—Southern men say they cannot be set- 
tled there—the’South will not be hampered 
in the working out of its negro problem 
if some of the Southern States are not 
given so much representation in Congress 
as they have now. Abandonment of a sys- 
tem which gives them Representatives for 
men who are not permitted to vote will 
not make the lot of the disfranchised any 
harder than it is now. It will not affect 
harmfully the existing’ relations between 
blacks and whites in the South or interfere 
with the working out of better relations. 


This proposition to disregard the’ four- 5 


teenth amendment for five or ten years 
and then discuss the question of its repeal 
is cheeky. It is peculiarly cheeky when 
made by men who are so insistent that the 
constitution is in force in the Philippines, 


while objecting to its enforcement in uth 
Carolina or Mississippi. 
KIND OF CANDIDA REQUIRED. 


Republicans must face the fact that if 
they are to elect the next Mayor the party 
candidate must be one who can poll more 
votes that Mr. Harrison—who is plainly 
to be the Democratic candidate. He, in 
his first campaign, with two independent 
candidates in the field, polled an absolute 
majority of all votes cast, the Republican 
being third on the list. In his second 
campaign, with an independent Democrat 
in the field, he came within about 6,000 of 
an absolute majority, the Republican ticket 
being 41,000 behind his vote. Oan asimilar 
result next April be forestalled? It de- 
pends entirely upon whether the opposing 
candidate does or does not possess cer. 
tain definite qualifications, of which the 
three following are the chief: 

The first prerequisite for a successful Re- 
publican opponent is that he shall be able to 
match or offset the record of the Mayor 
in respect to the public franchise question, 
Not only is this subject—on which the last 
Mayoralty election turned—a continuing is- 
sue, but its dominance is enhanced by the 


fact that a settlement of the whole fran- 


chise question is definitely expected to occur 
under the next administration. It is im- 
perative to remember that the Repub- 
licans, who elected Mr. Harrison two years 
ago on this issue and in spite of his record 
in other branches of administration, may 
act in a similar fashion this year if the 
Republican candidate fails to satisfy their 
demand on this urgent subject. . 

The second p uisite for that candi- 
date is that, in gona? character and in 
capacity as a campai „ he shall be able 
to awaken popular enthusiasm for his can- 
didacy. Both the last two Republican 
candidates lacked this power. Not so Mr. 
Harrison. His family name, the audacity 
of his promises—such as that made in his 
first campaign that he would “throw out 
every Republican in the City Hall ”—his 
reputation for Democratic pro¢livities, and 


his tolerance toward certain classes in the 


community, have combined and may be ex- 
pected to combine again to provoke crowde 
and enthusiasm in his behalf. The Repub- 
lican candidate must accordingly be one 
who can call out that popular feeling which 
puts zest and momentum into a campaign. 

As a third prerequisite he must be able 
to avail himself of the advantage arising 
from the errors which have characterized 
Mayor Harrison’s administration. He must 
be a man whose standing will be a positive 
guarantee against their repetition, so that 
the thousands of independent voters, who 
are wearied and nauseated by the perpetual 
occasions for apology in our municipal life, 
will confidently align themselves on his side. 
To attain this it will not do to name a color- 
less man or one concerning whose capacities 
and intentions there shall be any uncer- 
tainty. 

Chicago’s initia] administration in the 
twentieth century should Ve lifted upon a 
new plane of efficiency and progress— 
placed under the direction of a different 
personality from that of the present Mayor. 
It is possible, undoubtedly possible, to 
achieve that result. Will Republicans 
choose a man whe can win? 


HORSE DOCTORS IN THE ARMY BILL. 

The Senate has done well in refusing to 
concur in the House amendment to the 
army reorganization bill providing for a 
veterinary corps. The House provisions con- 
templated a chief of the veterinary corps 
having the rank and pay of a Colonel, while 
his assistants were to rank as Captains 
or Lieutenants of Cavalry. This new corps, 
which for some unknown reason seemed of 
so much importance to the House, appears 
to be of more than doubtful value or utili- 
ty. It does not deserve a place in the army 
bill. The House, acting hastily and thought- 
lessly, adopted it. 

Surgeons and assistant surgeons—not 
“ vets — properly rank as officers and take 
their place at mess with the officers who 
do the fighting. The latter leok upon this 
as a matter of course, but they would not 
be pleased if thrown into equally close 
relations with veterinarians. It will 
not do to say that veterinary surgeons 
are not entitled to some recognition and 
some rank in the army, but it is a strain 
upon popular ideas to say that the horse 
doctors and the surgeons who care for 
human beings stands on exactly the same 
plane. 

A “vet” from the nature of the case 
eaunot be much of a surgeon. There are 
surgical operations which are performed 


upon horses, but they do not approach in 


delicacy or importance those which human 
beings submit to. It is not customary to 
attempt to operate on horses to a great 
extent at any time, and least of all in time 
of war. Ifa horse's leg is broken it is not 
set; the horse is shot, If wounded serious- 
ly he is disposed of in the same way. The 
injury might be curable by a delicate opera- 
tion, but there would have to be a long 


period of nursing and attention which men 


could not be spared to give. Surgery so 
far as the horse is concerned is in its primi- 
tive stages. As regards mankind itisina 
most advanced stage and is making progress 
all the time. 

While nobody would wish to disparage 
the merits of the useful practitioner who 
tends the dumb beasts and does much to 
alleviate the sufferings of the soldier's horse, 
it is quite another thing to say that he 
stands on the same plane with the sur- 
geon who tends the soldier himself or other 
human beings who are not soldiers, or should 
have equal rank in the army with that sur- 
geon and be recognized as belonging to 
exactly the same class. Probably if other 
things were equal and men of the same 
degree of skill had the choice given them 


to practice on men or horses, few would |

“ HON.” NOT AN AMBRICAN TITLE. 

The use of the title Hon.“ was never 
more common in New York than it is to- 
day. It is placed as a prefix to the name 
of every officeholder at every ward politi- 
clans’ ball, and ‘in this respect it probably 
serves & purpose in distinguishing those who 
draw the money from the city treasury 
from those who put it in. There fs no law 
for the use of the title Hon.“ in this coun- 
try, and any character that custom may 
have given it in the past has been so abused 
as to make it ridiculous and useless. The 
title belongs distinctively to England, and 
is fixed there by law, and as one of the rights 
of the reigning sovereign, and why Amer- 
icans should ape it passes beyond compre- 
hension. The younger sons of an Earl and 
the sons and daughters of a Viscount or a 
Marquis are entitled to be called Honorables

The methods 
of the United States have been better than 
those of other countries; which are now imi- 
tating its systems. 


Would Reverse All Precedents. . 

In governing these territories without 
granting them their rights, he said—and im- 
munities have always been deemed by the 
American people fundamental rights—the na- 
tion would be reversing the precedents of 
100 years. The question is not what Con- 
gress will do, but what it may do. 

Congress, according to Mr. Coudert, has 
heretofore passed laws which were unwise 
and others which were declared unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court. There is no 
guarantee that they will not pass such laws 
again. History scarcely teaches the lesson 
that a body of men will not exercise all 
the powers that they possess. Colonies fre- 
quently, if not usually, 1 from too much 
1 but rarely, if ever, from too 

ttle. 

In concluding his remarks, as shown by 
the brief, Mr. Coudert declared that the con- 
stitution strictly Umited Congress, and the 
President as well; so that neither of them 
could lay duties between the main land 
and the Island of Porto Rico any more than 
elther, or both of them, could lay duties 
between the District of Columbia and Vir- 
ginia, and he closed with the declaration
